food. We demand “white" bread, so 
W’e rob our w heat of all but its starch 
and allow’ cattle and hogs to eat 
the nourishing portions—the bran 
and protein-rich and vitam in-rich 
grain coating and germ. We prefer j 
white corn bread instead of the 
vitam in A of yellow corn. We w ant 
our dried fruits "yellow’,” so pro­ 
cessors m ust treat the product with 
injurious chemicals to provide the 
desired coloring. We ask for "yel- j 
low" oranges, so growers coat the 
im m ature fruits with coloring and 
the buyer is 
deceived 
into 
the j 
childish state of mind th a t he is 
getting a tree-ripened orange Tile | 
sam e Is true of our rice. 
In order to have a dish' of “white” I 
rice on our dining table, we, in this 
era of undernourishm ent and widely ' 
inadequate diets, require m anufac- ! 
lurers to throw away the life-giv­ 
ing grain germ and coat and furn­ 
ish us the starchy, alm ast worthless 
polished inside of the once-vitalized 
grain. 
Second among reasons for 
the 
preem inence of white rice is the 
tendency of brown rice or under­ 
m ined rice to keep poorly in long 
storage. In fact, white rice is so 
nearly w orthless in term s of food 
value th a t it can be stored almost 
indefinitely w ithout danger of spoil­ 
age. Of course, the richer brown 
grain is not so immune. 
Recently experim ents have been 
started to devise a m eans of pre­ 
cooking brown rice before it is pack­ 
aged. thereby reducing its tendency 
to spoil in storage and still retain 
most of the grain's original wealth
